PRedeſtination to life is the everlaſting pur- 

poſe of God, whereby (before the foundati- 
onof the world were laid) he hath conſtantly de- 
creed by his counſel, ſecret to us, to deliver from 
curſe and damnation thoſe whom he hath choſcn 
in Chriſt out of mankind, and to bring them by 
Chriſt to everlaſting ſalvation, as veflcls made to 
honour. Whercfore they which be indued with ſo 
exccllent a benefit of God, be called according to 
Gods purpoſe by his Spirit working in due ſea- 
ſon: they througtr grace obey the calling : they be 
juſtified freely 3 they be made ſons of God by adop- 
tion: they be made like the Image of his onely be- 
gotren Son Jeſus Chriſt: they walk religiouſly in 
good works, and at length by Gods mercy they at- 
tain to everlaſting felicity. 

As thegodly conſideration of Pi edeſtination and 
our EleQion in Chriſt is full of ſweet, pleaſant, 
and unſpeakable comfort to godly perſons , and 
ſuch asfecl in themſelves the working of the Spi- 
rit of Chriſt mortifying the works of the fleſh, and 
_ theirearthly members, and drawing up their mind 
to high and hewwenly things, as well becauſe it 
doth greatly eſtabliſh and confirm their faith of 
eternal ſalvation, to be enjoyed througle Chriſr,

There are two Sacraments ordained of Chriſt 
our Lord inthe Goſpel, that is to ſay, Baptiſm, and 
the Supper of the Lord, 

Thoſe five commonly called Sacraments, that 
is to ſay, Confirmation, Penance, Orders, Ma- 
trimony, andextream Unction, are not to be count- 
ed for Sacraments of the Goſpel, being ſuch as have 
grown, pattly of the corrupt tollowing of the Apo- 
ſtles, partly are ſtates of life allowed in the Scri- 
ptures : but yet have not like natureof Sacraments 
with Baptiſme and the Lords Supper, for that they 
have notany viſible figa or ceremony ordained of 
God. 

The Sacraments were not ordained of Chriſt 
to be gazed upon, or to be carried about, but that 
we ſhould duly uſe them. And in ſuch onely, as 
worthily receive the ſame, they have a wholefome 
effeq or opcration :. but they that receive them un- 


worthily purchaſe to themſelves damnacion, as S, 
Paw! ſaith, .

. Of the unworthineſs of the Minifters, which hinder 
not the effeftof the Sacraments. 


' A Lthough in the viſible Church the evil be ever 
mingled with the good, and ſometime the e- 

vil have chief authority in the miniſtration of the 
Word and Sacraments: yet foraſmuch as they do 
not the ſame in their own name, but in Chriſts, 
and do miniſter by his commiſſion and authority, 
we may uſe their miniftriong both in hearing -the 
Word of God, and in the recejving of the Sacra- 
2 ny 
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ments. Neither is the effet of Chriſts ordinance 
taken away by their wickedneſs, nor the grace of 
Gods gifts diminiſhed from ſuch, as by faith, and 
rightly do receive the Sacraments miniſtred unto 
them, which be cffeual, becauſe of Chriſts in- 
ſtitution and promiſe, although they be miniſtred by 
evil men. | 


Neverthelcſs, it appertaineth to the diſcipline of ' 


the Church, thatenquiry be made of evil Minifters, 
- and that they be accuſed by thoſe that have know- 
ledge of their offences: and finally being found guil- 
ty, by juſt judgement be depoſed,

Aptiſme is not oncly a ſign of profeſſion, and 

mark . of difference, whereby Chriſtian men 
ate diſcerned from others that be not Chriſtned :
